"L. 'The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee 
is an organization with headquarters in 
Haw York, whose avowed prupose is to 
abolish the House Committee on Un - 
American Activities and discredit the 
FBI, * * * 

The committee finds that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee, established 
in 1951* although represaiting itself 
as a non-Communist group, actually 
operates as a front for the Communist 
Party. It has repeatedly assisted, by 
means of funds and legal aid. Communists 
involved in Smith Act violations and 
similar legal proceedings. One of its 
chief activities has been and still is 
the dissemination of voluminous Communist 
propaganda material,' 

'FRANK WILKINSON was called as a witness 
when he appeared in Atlanta as a represen- 
tative of the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Coiranittee to propagandize against the 
Committee on Un-American Activities and 
to protest its hearings. In 1956 WILKINSON 
was identified as a Communist Party member 
by a former BBI undercover agent within the 
party. Summoned at that time to answer 
the allegation, his reply to all questions 
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was, "I am answering -aao questions of 
this committee," This also became 
his stock reply to questions when he 
appeared during the Atlanta hearings, 

* * * WILKINSON has since been 
convicted of contempt of Congress and 
sentenced to one year in jail,'

'To defend the cases of Communist law- 
breakers, fronts have been devised 
making special appeals in behalf of 
civil liberties and reaching out far 
beyond the confines of the Communist 
Party Itself. Among these organizations 
are the * * * Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee, When the Communist Party 
itself is under fire these fronts offer 
a bulwark of protection, '

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PAIR PLAY FOR CIBA COimiTTEE 

The April 6, I96O, edition of "The New York 
Times" newspaper contained a full-page advertisement 
captioned "What is Really Happening m Cuba," placed 
by the Fair play for Cuba Committee (FPCC). This 
advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in 
New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to 
neutralize the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 
1961, reported that at a hearing conducted before the 
United States Senate Internal Secwity Subcommittee on 
January 10, 1961^ Dr. CHARLES A* SANTOS-BUCH identified 
him.£8lf and RCiSERT TABER as organizers of the FPCC, He 
also testified he and TABER obtained funds from the Cuban 
Government which were applied toward the cost of the afore- 
mentioned advertisement , 

On my 16, 1963^ a sowce advised that during 
the first two years of the FPCC's existence there was a 
struggle between Communist party (CP) and Socialist 
Workers party (SWP) elements to sxert their power within 
the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC policy. However, 
during the past year this source observed there has been 
a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the 
role of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that 
today their Influence is negligible. 

On May 20, I963, a second source advised that 
the National Headq\iarters of the FPCC is located in Room 
329 at 799 Broadway, New York City. According to this 
source, the position of National Office Director was 
created in the FAll of 1962 and was filled by VINCENT "TED" 
LEE, who now formulates FPCC policy. This source observed 
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LEE has followed a course of entertain3.ng and accepting 
the cooperation of many other organizations Including 
the CP and the SWP when he has felt it would toe to his 
personal benefit as well as the FPCC's. However, LEE 
has indicated to this source he has no intention of 
perinitting PPCC policy to be determined by any other 
organization, LEE feels the PPCC should advocate 
resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the 
United States and support the right of Cubans to manage 
their revolution without interference from other nations, 
but not support the Cuban revolution per se.

The Spring, I963, issue of "Freedomways " is self- 
described as "A Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom 
Movemsnt" published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York City. 

On May 24, I96I, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Preedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, I96I. 
It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly IViarxist, but that it was later 
decidcid it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the centstal purpose 
of "preedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in 
Negro. life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation. 

On May 25, I96I, another source advised that 
"Preedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by James Jackson, 
a member of the National Committee of the CPUSA.

On July 10, 1963* a source advised that the 
Finiit of Islam (fOI) is a group within the Nation of 
Islam (NOI) composed of male members of the NOI, The 
purpose of the FOI is to protect officials and property 
of the NOI, assure compliance of members with NOI 
teachings and to prepare for the "War of Armageddon". 
Members of the FOI are required to participate in 
military drill and are afforded the opportunity to 
engage in Judo training. The FOI is governigd by a 
military system wherein the members are contx'olled by 
general orders similar to those issued by regular 
militaiy organizations .

A source advised on December 6, I962, that the 
Greater New York Press Club (GNYPC) was forsied J^rlng 
February, I96I, by LOUIS WElNSTOCK.when he was the General 
Manager of "The Worker" by obtaining members who would ^^ 
contribute funds, subscribe to and work for "The worker, 
and also to hold social and cultural affairs.

The purpose of this new club was to 
coordinate the work of all the borough press clubs in the 
New York City area; to strengthen the work of the P^ess 
clubs; to organize new press clubs; and to ^^^aw in_F^>*../ple 
who were not members of the communist party, Unitsa urates 
of America (CPUSA). The source stated that the basic 
purpose was to raise funds for "The worker and increase 
the circulation of that publication. Persons no^/f^^J^^ 
of the CPUSA could be members of the new club, but leaaer- 
ship in the club was limited to members of the CPUSA . 
The name of the CPCEB was later changed to Greater City 
press Club" (GCPC) which club became the successor of the 

GNyPC-X. 

The source continued that in July, 1962, lOUIS 
WEINSTOCK again became General Manager of t'The porker and 
the GCPC agtin became known as the Greater New York Readers 
Club, Greater New York Readers' Clubs, Greater New York 
Readers' conference. Greater City Press Club and the City 
press Club, by personnel responsible for Preparation of 
notices and literature regarding meetings and activities 
of the clubs. The source advised at that time the GNYPC 
had no office or headquarters and used the mailing address 
of "The worker", 23 West 26th Street, New York City. 

"The worker" is an East Coast commimlst newspaper. 

The second source advised on August 15^ 1962, that 
the Greater New York Readers • Club was formerly known as the 
"Three Boro Reader^ Club." 
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The first source advised on May 28, 1963^ that the 
GNYPC holds no membership meetings and that the officers had 
ceased to function for the GNYPC. The source advised that 
LOUIS WEINSTOCK was responsible for using the name of the 
ONYPC in conjunction with the activities of the Readers 
conferences at "Worker" functions. The organization of 
the GNYPC no longer functions. 

The first source advised on April 21, 1964, that, 
on March 31, 1964, about 50 members of the CPUS A met at the 
Hotel Woodstock, 127 West 43rd Street, New York City. At 
this meeting, JOE BRANDT, the Business Manager of "The 
worker," advised that, after consultation with the Editorial 
Board and other officials of "The Worker", it was decided 
to rebuild the GNYPC and to rename it the Greater Naw York 
Labor press Club (c-NYLPC). Those present at the meeting, 
without a dissenting vote, approved this decision. 

A thir d source advised on April 29 , 1964, that 
on the same date I l of "The Worker" °°^ 

said that the GNYLPC is a group of individuals who, as 
volunteers, help support "The Worker" and aid in its 
distribution and circulation. 
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HARIEM DEFENSE COUIj^cil(HDC) 

The Harlem Defense Council (hD(5)-^ was'>l)^Si^ by 
the PLM in New York City as a front organization, with 
its main objective to get recruits for the PLM. As PIM 
is known to be a very militant-type organization, the leaders 
of PLM hope to use the HDC to recruit Negroes and others and 
gradually orient these people toward the aims and objectives 
of the PLM. 

The HDC was also formed by the PIM to organize 
Negroes on a block-by-block basis in the Harlem area in 
New York City with plans to furnish these people with 
arms to defend themselves against the poli ce. The above

JUAN MARI BRAS, Secretary Generoil of the MPIPR, 
advised Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation on June 20, 195o, that the MPIPR does not advocate 
violence to gain independence because it would be ineffective 
against the force of the United States Government. MARI 
BRAS believes that the Puerto Rican people have a right to 
use violence to gain their freedom if there was a possibility 
of success.

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Times, " a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an artic3.e on ps^e 20 v/hich indicated that 
MA.LGOLM X (IJTTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islar/i (NOI) and Minister of KOI Mosqua #7, New Yorw:, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 196^, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim MosQuci, Incorporated (WJ.) . The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X 
ur.-i-ed Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
It'-jH necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes from rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the gcvarnment is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March I6, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to XTOrk for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islapjic Religion in accordance with ^'accepted 
Islamic principals." The principal place of worship to 
be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 

During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X gtated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Neg;roes.

The NOI is an all-Negro organisation -//hich was 
originally organized in 1930 in L^stroit,. Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race cut of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by e-stablishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following I'^UIiATMAD ' s teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro j that the so-c&lled Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, x'ef erred to as "white devilS;," in the 
United States.; and that the x^hite race^ because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MJEPMUD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

Early in February, 1959. the first confidential 
source mentioned that between January and the Fall of 1959. 
the UI-SC would engage in struggles of the "left" and would 
participate in the fight for "peace, coexistence, civil 
liberties and civil rights and support the struggles of 
colored peoples and the struggle for passports, etc. 

Early in May, 1959. the first confidential source 
advised that the Socialist V/orkers Party (S¥P) vfas then the 
dominant group in the UI-SC and was in a position from vjhich 
it could direct and control activities of the UI-SC.

hunt for the moet peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ 
of anti-Soviet, and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were 
also told that it would be reasonable to assume that the 
youns social ifl-'vs attracted into this new organization would 
evenVaally pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. The 
aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble to the 
constitution, are: "It is our belief that this nation can best 
solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, 
complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples o£ the 
world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly through 
the united efforts of all democratic elements in our country, 
composed essentially of the working people allied in the unity 
of Negroes and othe-r minorities with whit^. We further fully 
recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of ant i- communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people. As young people in 
the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive 
to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to 
achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, 
thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build 
the society he would wish to live in. Through these struggles 
we feel the American people will realize the viability of 
the socialist alternatives."

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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 

The May, i960, issue of the "Young Socialist" 
(YS), page 1, column 3* disclosed that during April 15-17, 
i960, a national organization entitled "The Young Socialist 
Alliance" (YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
This issue stated that this organization was formed by the 
nationwide supporter plubs pf.the-publi-cation YS. 

The above issue, page 6, set forth the Pounding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity "with -the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 

A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various Isift socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment 
of the national organization. 

The source further advised on May 6, 1964, that 
the YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis 
by the SWP through having SWP members comprise exclusively 
the National Executive Committee (NEC) and through an 
official SWP representative at all YSA NEC meetings. The 
YSA, in reality, is the youth and training section of the 
SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 

The headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Room 631, 41 Union Square West, New York City. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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
